ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A support for a survey rod having a grip for slidable mounting on a survey rod with a first 
leg and a second leg rotably connected to such grip. Two spring rods each have a first end and a 
second end. A first end of the first spring is attached either directly to the survey rod below the 
grip of the support or to a collar that is connected to the survey rod below the grip of the support, 
and a second end of the first spring rod is connected, preferably rotatably, to the first leg. A first 
end of a second leg is attached in the same manner as the first end of the first leg to the survey 
rod, and a second end of the first leg is rotatably connected to the grip. Preferably, the first and 
second spring rods are resilient and rotatably mounted to the legs. 
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
